University  chemistry  depart-  i 
ment,  wUl  deliver  four  lec- 
tures  at  MSC  Feb.  22  and  23 
in  tlie  Horace  Maim  Auditor¬ 
ium. 

The  talks  are  sponsored  by 
the  American  Chemical  Society 
through  a  National  Science 
Foundation  grant.

Chemical  Profession,”  “Re¬ 
search  in  Biochemistry,”  and 
“Research  on  the  Biological 
Significance  of  Trace  Inorgan¬ 
ic  Elements.” 

Dr.  Day  is  die'  auUior  of 
three  books  and  approximately 
50  research  publications.  Ilis 
principle  current  research  pro¬ 
gram  is  concerned  witli  the  bio¬ 
chemistry  of  boron.  Associated 
with  Yale  and  Johns  Hopkins 
Universities  before  going  to  In¬ 
diana,  Dr.  Day’s  research  work 
and  study  has  been  in  the  field 
of  biochemistry. 

Past  research  projects  of  Rr. 
Day  have  been  the  nutritional 
significance  of  magnesium, 
zinc,  and  flourlne,  flourides  and 
dental  caries,  and  biochemical 
antagonists.  He  is  a  member 
of  the  American  Chemical  Soc¬ 
iety,  the  American  Society  of 
Biological  Chemists,  the  Am¬ 
erican  Institute  of  Nutrition, 
and  tiie  Society  for  Experi- 
emntal  Biology  and  Medicine.
